Water  Supplies. — The  exceptionally  dry  Summer  has  caused  a shortage  on  five  isolated 
Farms,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  such  conditions.  The  pumps  in  the  villages  of  Elwick 
and  Dalton  Piercy,  fortunately,  did  not  fail,  and  to  a large  extent  eased  the  situation. 

A case  of  alleged  pollution  at  Dovecot  Farm,  Elwick,  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  found  satisfactory.

Sewerage. — The  Sewerage  arrangements  at  Greatham,  Elwick,  Hart,  and  Dalton  Piercy 
have  undergone  no  change  during  the  year.  The  usual  periodical  flushing  and  cleansing  have  been 
carried  out. 

Graythorp. — An  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  respecting  sewerage  disposal. 
A temporary  scheme  is  now  in  operation. 

Scavenging. — Fewer  scavenging  complaints  have  occurred  during  the  year  than  formerly,  a 
decided  improvement  having  been  made,  particularly  at  Greatham. 

Graythorp  has  now  a separate  scavenging  arrangement,  which  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Campers  at  Seaton  Carew  and  elsewhere. — Bye-Laws  are  being  adopted  to  enable  the 
Council  to  deal  efficiently  with  Summer  Camps.
